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Drug Teacher 
Arrested Here 


The sponsor of a drug abuse presentation to 


be shown to Corsicana school students Nov. 12 
was charged with 22 counts of theft by false 
pretext in W. H. Tipton's Peace Justice Court 
here Thursday. 


Navarro County Sheriff Jerry Shelton and 


Corsicana Police Chief Don Massey said this 
morning James Loman Huff of Dallas had been 
charged in the cases with misrepresenting his 
program and himself to local merchants. 


Shelton said Loman and three associates 


collected $505 Wednesday from Corsicana 
merchants to cover expenses for presenting a 
drug abuse program to Corsicana High School 
and both middle school students on Nov. 12. The 
sheriff said Loman said he is a member of a 
non-profit group called the 
American 


Association of Sheriff's Posses which has 
presented the free drug shows throughout the 
nation. 


Loman said, according to Shelton, the 


association is affiliated with law enforcement 
agencies and presents the shows as a com- 
munity service. Sheriff Shelton said Loman 
said he has a display van and pamphlets to 
distribute to persons who see the presentation. 


Shelton said Loman checked with the 


sheriff's office Tuesday and the police chief 
Wednesday to ask about presenting 
the 


program and soliciting donations from local 
merchants to cover operating expenses. 


After soliciting began, however, one local 


businessman called to ask Shelton about the 
program. 


The sheriff said that there was an alleged 


discrepancy in what was told the merchant and 
what had been told the sheriff. Shelton and 
Massey questioned Loman further about the 
operations and the results of the questioning led 
to the charges. 


The $505 has been recovered, according to the 


sheriff, and will be returned to the merchants. 
The checks and cash will be impounded as 
evidence until the case is settled, he added. 


Sheriff Shelton also said Loman's van had 


been impounded by Athens authorities, as the 
program had evidently been presented in that 
city. The sheriff said Loman had posted $500 
bond in each of the 22 charges. 


Integration Decision 


By School Board Today 


The Corsicana School Board was faced 


with making a decision today at a special 
emergency noon meeting on whether it will 
modify its integration plan along lines 
proposed by the Civil Rights division of the 
Department 
of Health, Education and 


Welfare to effect a settlement or whether to 
stand pat and let HEW proceed with its 
appeal. 


Supt. Joe Lindsey and school attorney Bob 


Gladney said this morning they and at- 
torney Glenn Sodd would outline to the 
board an alternate plan proposed by HEW 
officials last week when the trio went to 
Washington in an effort to negotiate a set- 
tlement with HEW. 


Gladney declined to reveal details of the 


plan yet, since the board had not considered 
it. 


"We will outline the means to negotiate a 


settlement whereby HEW will drop their 
appeal of Administrative Judge Clarence 
Fletcher's ruling (finding Corsicana's in- 
tegration plan acceptable under the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964)," Gladney said, noting 
that this will be the alternative plan HEW 
officials proposed to Corsicana last week. 


"We want to keep the plan, but HEW says 


unless we will make changes, they will 
continue their appeal. It will be the board's 
decision on what stand it will take," 
Gladney said. 


The attorney said he and Sodd had advised 


Jerry Luck, attorney with the Civil Rights 
division, HEW, that they would inform him 
by Wednesday of what position Corsicana 
will take.

the proceedings initiated for the 
incorporation of Mustang. 


In other business, the council

Star 
Gas Co., Texas Power 


and Light, and the Angus Water 
Supply Corp. 


TP&L is to pay three per cent 


of its gross receipts to the City, 
and Lone Star is to pay two per 
cent of its receipts. Angus 
Water Corp., operation as a non- 
profit entity, will not make 
payments to the City.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has announced it 
will be free for the first time 
since 1968 to sell gold on the 
open market at prices above 
the official gold price. 


The nation's gold reserves, 


valued at $11 billion at the offi- 
cial price of $42.22 an ounce, 
could net about $26 billion at 
current free market prices. 


However, 
Federal 
Board 


Chairman Arthur F. Burns, in 
announcing the decision by the 
United States and six other na- 
tions, made clear thai America 
is unlikely to make any gold 
sales immediately. 


"Whether, 
when, 
what 


amounts, what ways gold will 
be sold by the UKNITED States 
... all these questions will be 
resolved at a later time," 
Burns said at a Tuesday night 
news conference. 


Gold closed Tuesday on the 


major bullion markets at $97 an 
ounce. Its price for several 
months has been slightly above 
$100 an ounce. 


Burns did not make imme- 


diately clear what the effect 
would be on the American dol- 
lar or the average consumer. 
But in New York, Otto Roethen- 
mund, senior vice president of 
Deak and Co., a leading U.S. 
foreign exchange house, said 
the measure was "very unex- 
pected and can have favorable 
repercussions for the U.S. 
dollar."

The decision terminates the 


world's so-called two-tier sys- 
tem for gold under which the 
United States and central banks 
of six other countries had 
agreed not to sell their gold for 
commercial or speculative use 
on the open market.

trade gold among themselves 
at official prices, although the 
United States has since decided

United States will now follow 
rules of the International Mone- 
tary Fund for its official gold 
transactions. 


He said that under 
these 


rules, the United States can sell 
its gold at whatever price it 
will bring, as long as the price 
exceeds the official rate of 
$42.22. However, Burns said the 
United States cannot buy gold 
above the official price.

needed to help the poor, al- 
though opponents claim it 
would encourage states with 
the highest benefit levels to 
hike their own welfare stand- 
ards at federal expense. 


The welfare matter is part of 


a bill that also would give a 
two-step, 11 per cent increase 
in Social Security benefits next 
year, accompanied 
by in- 


creased payroll deductions to 
pay for them. 


The House was scheduled to 


debate the Social Security and 
welfare issues today, with vot- 
ing set for Thursday. 


The legislation would alter 


the new supplemental security 
income program. 


Starting Jan. 1, under present 


law, this federally administered 
program will take over most of 
the responsibility for the for- 
mer system of federal-state aid 
to the elderly, blind and per- 
manently and totally disabled. 
The federal government will 
bear full administrative costs. 
States would have an option of 
letting federal officials adminis- 
ter any state supplemental pay- 
ments. 


The law calls for monthly 


benefits of $130 a person and 
$195 a couple from January to 


June 1974, rising in July to $140 
and $210. But the House Ways 
and Means 
Committee 
has 


voted to make this $10 and $15 
increase start in January in- 
stead of July, and then to hike 
these amounts to a total of $146 
and $219 in July. 


However, Rep. Martha W. 


Griffiths, D-Mich., a member of 
the committee, complained the 
action 
"would 
allow 
some 


states to increase their supple- 
ments ... and have these in- 
creases paid for by the federal 
government. This gets us back 
into the business of directly fi- 
nancing variable state pay- 
ments." 


This would let California 


raise its payment for an aged 
couple from $394 to $409 a 
month; let Massachusetts go 


from $340 to $355; Wisconsin 
from $329 to $344; and New 
York from $294 to $309, she 
said, with most of the boost fi- 
nanced by the federal govern- 
ment. 


"At the same time that we 


will be paying for $409 benefits 


in California couples in soim 
other states will be getting onlj 
the basic supplemental security 


income benefit of $210 monthly, 
These differences are not justi- 
fiable on the basis of different 
cost of living," she said.

Egypt and Israel swapped 


threats today in their dispute 
over control of the road to Suez 
and the Egyptian 3rd Army and 
the exchange of prisoners of 
war. 


Premier Golda Meir told the 


Israeli parliament that "not 
one gram of food will be 
allowed through to the town of 
Suez" and the Egyptian army 
on the opposite bank of the ca- 
nal if the Egyptians do not 
agree to arrangements for the 
POW exchange. 


Egypt's semi-official news- 


paper said Israel is risking a 
resumption of the war by refus- 
ing to give the U.N. peace- 


keeping force control of the 
highway into Suez until the 
POW issue is settled to Israel's 
satisfaction. 


Both Israeli and U.N. forces 


were maintaining checkpoints 
on the Cairo-Suez highway 
where it crosses the cease-fire 
line 60 miles east of Cairo. But 
Israeli forces were checking all 
traffic and deciding what ve- 
hicles could pass. 


Political sources in Tel Aviv 


said the Israelis apparently 
were going to retain this con- 
trol until they were sure they 
would get back the 350 Israelis 
the Egyptians are estimated to 
have captured in the October 
war. 


The two nations' negotiators 


at the cease-fire line, Maj. 
Gen. 


Aharon Yariv of Israel and Lt. 
Gen. 
Mohammed Gamazy of 


Egypt, were to meet again to- 
day. It was assumed control of 
the road and the POW ex- 
change would be the chief top- 
ics of discussion. 


The semi-official Egyptian 


newspaper Al Ahram said that 
Israel by refusing to give up its 
checkpoints on the road was 
violating the new cease-fire 
agreement U. S. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger nego- 
tiated last week. 


The paper called on the 


United States to induce Israel 
to carry out her "signed com- 
mitments." 


The 
Kissinger 
agreement 


says a prisoner exchange is to 
come "as soon as" the U.N. 
troops get control of all the 
checkpoints. Egypt interprets 
the phrase to mean that the 
transfer of checkpoints should 
precede the prisoner exchange, 
but Israeli officials said Mon- 
day the two actions must be si- 
multaneous. 


The Egyptians also demand 


that Israeli troops pull back to 
the positions they held when 
the first U.N. cease-fire was 
proclaimed on Oct. 22. This 
would free the Egyptian 3rd 
Army from Israeli encircle- 
ment, but Premier Golda Meir 
told the Knesset, Israel's par- 
liament, on Tuesday that the 
Oct. 22 line was never officially 


determined. 


"Israel will not be prepared 


to withdraw from her present 
military positions to the imagi- 
nary and fictitious line that is 


called the line of Oct. 22," she 
said. She proposed instead that 
Egyptian and Israeli troops 
withdraw to the 1967 cease-fire 
lines, which would put the two 


countries in the same territo- 
rial situation they had when the 
October war broke out. 


Israel 
claimed 
Egyptian 


troops directed small arms fire 
at Israeli forces on several oc- 
casions Tuesday. On the Syrian 
front, the Israeli command 


said, there was similar fire fol- 
lowed by three hours of inter- 
mittent Syrian shelling.

Silverberg said the hospital is 


offering to accept up to 25 
wounded soldiers who might 
benefit from its facilities. He 
said the services would be 
provided free of charge and 
patients could be treated on a 
rotating basis to maintain a 
constant number of 25. 


Silverberg said he believes 


this offer is the only one of its 
kind being made in the nation. 
The hospital was founded and is 
sponsored by B'nai B'rith, the 
largest and oldest Jewish 
service organization, according 
to Silverberg. 


New Time Approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation moved a step closer to 
year-round 
daylight 
saving 


time Tuesday as Senate and 
House committees approved 
bills authorizing winter Day- 
light Saving Time for the first 
time since World War II. 


The measure is one of sev- 


eral steps President Nixon has 
proposed to meet the energy 
crisis. Witnesses before the 
Senate and House Commerce 
Committees estimated winter 
daylight saving time would cut 
power consumption by one or 
two per cent. 


But the witnesses also said 


adjusting the hours of daylight 
available during the winter 
months could have 
certain 


drawbacks, including forcing 
children to travel to school in 
the dark. 


Spokesmen from the Trans- 


portation and Interior Depart- 
ments also stressed that the 
country's energy needs have 
changed so drastically since 
World War II that there are no 
reliable estimates as to the to- 
tal effects of year-round Day- 
light Saving Time.

Taking a few minutes to write 


down a serial number might 
return a color television set to 
its rightful owner, according to 
Sheriff Jerry Shelton. But he 
says not nearly enough persons 
will take that short time to 
avoid a permanent loss of 
personal property. 


The Sheriff said his depart- 


ment investigates numbers of 
residential burglaries every 
month. Items often taken are 
television sets, stereos, guns 
and household appliances. 
These 
items 
have serial 


numbers, he said. 


The serial numbers are not 


often recorded, according to the 
sheriff, because many persons 
evidently think a burglary 
always happens to someone 
else. As a result, Sheriff Shelton 
said locating and positively 
identifying stolen items can be 
almost impossible. 


The sheriff said he urges 


citizens to record serial num- 
bers of all personal property 
because it is most often taken in 
residential burglaries. He said 
items as large as console 
stereos can easily be carried by 
two men and disposed of. 


Even when an item is found, 


positive identification may be 
very difficult, according to 
Sheriff Shelton, since so many 
items are 
similarly con- 


structed. He said such problems 
can be avoided by serial- 
number checks. 


Sheriff Shelton said persons 


who think enough of their 
personal property to take care 
of it should also take the time to 
fully protect it. And one way to 


do that, he concluded, is 
recording the serial number.

Medical costs have risen 


sharply over the past few years. 
Disabled 
individuals 
are 


perhaps hardest hit by these 
increases. They are unable to 
work, and must live, in many, 
cases, on fixed incomes. Seeing 
a need in this area, Congress 
expanded the Social Security 
Medicare program to include 
disabled individuals. The ef- 
fective date of this change was 
July 1, 1973. 


David Helmer, manager of 


the Corsicana Social Security 
Office, explained some of the 
features of the new law. He 
emphasized that an individual 
must meet the disability 
requirements of the Social 
Security Act, and must have 
been receiving a social security 
disability check for 24 months 
before he is eligible for 
Medicare. 


Individuals who have been 


recieving a disability check for 
at least 24 months prior to July 
1, 1973 were eligible 
for 


Medicare as of that date. If an 
individual did not meet this 24 
month requirement as of July 1, 
1973, he will be eligible for 
Medicare as of his 25th month of 
entitlement to disability checks 
from Social Security. 


Helmer gave an example of 


when a person's coverage would 
begin. If an individual started 
receiving a disability check as 
of January, 1972, the 25th month 


of disability would be January, 
1974. Therefore, 
Medicare 


coverage would begin January 
1, 1974. 


The Medicare changes also 


included 
an 
automatic 


enrollment provision. 
Therefore, a disabled individual 
need not worry about signing up 
for Medicare prior to his 25th 
month of disability. 


It was explained that one or 


two months before the in- 
dividual 
is 
eligible 
for 


Medicare, he will receive a 
Medicare card through the 
mail. If he wants Medicare 
coverage, the card should be 
retained, and the premium, 
which is currently $6.30, will 
automatically be deducted from 
the individual's check. If he 
does not want to enroll in 
Medicare, the card should be 
signed and returned in the 
envelope provided. He will not 
then 
have 
the 
premium 


deducted from his check.

Acker, Southwestern 
Bell 


Telephone Co. manager, say 
that the phone company can't 
change its plans to close out the 
local operator office. 


Acker said not closing the 


office would involve doubling 
salaries and would not be 
economically sound. 


The Chamber board and City 


of Corsicana had 
adopted 


resolutions asking the company 
to reconsider and maintain here 
at least local informational 
assistance operators. 


Acker told the board Thur- 


sday that company engineers 
had estimated it would cost 
$2,135,000 to install cable and 
equipment 
just 
to 
leave 


operators here, and would cost 
$49,499 in 1974 for salaries, 
training expenses, furniture 
and fixtures compared to a 1971 
expense of $22,926. 


Acker said if Southwestern 


Bell were to maintain operators 
here, a minimum of six would 
be required to provide 24-hour 
service and there are not 
enough 
information 
calls 


handled to justify the expense 
entailed. "The efficiency would 
be only 44 per cent and this is 


Xm#ft&&:&^^ 


economically unsound," Acker 
said, since operations on a 
centralized basis out of Dallas 
for multiple cities would be 92 
per cent. 


"WE DO NOT feel it justifies 


us to double our operator ex- 
penses and expend over $2 
million dollars to maintain 
operators," Acker said, adding 
"when in the long run (cen- 
tralized service) will mean a 
savings for you."

Metroplex center will have 332 
operators trained to handle long 
distance calls and information 
assistance inquiries.

TP&L Plans Athens Plant 


ATHENS — Texas Power & 


Light Co. Thursday announced 
plans to build a lignite-fueled 
power plant and lake on Caney 
Creek about six miles northwest 
of Athens in Henderson County. 


Construction 
plans 
are 


contingent on approvals of the 
various regulatory agencies 
involved, J.F. Skelton, TP&L 
president, said. 


When completed for the peak 


season of 1979, the new plant 
will be capable of producing 
750,000 kilowatts of electric 
power. Skelton said the plant 
will help assure continued 
reliable electric service to 
TP&L's 51-county service area. 


Brown & Root, Inc. of Houston 


is general contractor for the 
project. 


Grading 
and dam 
con- 


struction is scheduled to begin 
in late 1974, with actual plant 
construction expected to start in 
mid-1975. 


To be called the Forest Grove 


Steam Electric Station, the 
proposed plant will utilize 
nearby lignite resources as fuel 
for its steam generators. The 
use of lignite, a form of soft 
coal, was necessitated by the 
current and expected future 
scarcity of natural gas, Skelton 
explained. TP&L, and two other 
electric utilities, are currently 
producing electricity from a 
lignite, plant recently con- 
structed near Fairfield. Also, 
the three companies are now 
building two lignite plants in 
Titus and Rusk counties. 


The Forest Grove plant will 


be wholly-owned by TP&L. 


Lignite production at the new 


plant will begin in late 1977 and 
will reach an annual rate of 
about 3,000,000 tons per year by 
1978. 


Skelton said that the most 


modern environmental control 
devices will be installed in the 
plant 
and 
that 
a 
land 


reclamation program has been 
formulated to operate con- 
currently with the production of 
lignite. 


In addition to the 750,000- 


kilowatt generating unit, TP&L

Thanksgiving celebrated on a 
regular basis. Sarah Josepha

Magazine. 


When the magazine was 


consolidated, Mrs. Copeland 
added, with Godey's Lady's 
Book, she continued with her 
editorials, and wrote hun- 
dreds of letters to governors, 
presidents, and prominent men 
of that time to advance her idea 
of a national Thanksgiving Day. 


a 
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Dr. Dan Hamill, who began 


practicing medicine locally 
more than 50 years ago, told the 
Downtown Noon Lions Club 
Tuesday "Corsicana people are 
very generous to the medical 
profession."

Kissinger Talking Oil Crisis with Japanese 


TOKYO (AP) - Secretary of 


State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger 


turned his attention to U.S.- 
Japanese relations today after 
flying into Japan from China, 
where he and Peking's Commu- 
nist leaders agreed to increase 
contacts. 


A 
communique published 


after 
Kissinger's 
departure 


from Peking included U.S. ac- 
knowledgement that "there is 
but one China and that Taiwan 
is part of China." 


This supported the principle 


that there is only one China, a 
sensitive issue in the long- 
standing dispute between Pe- 
king and the Nationalist regime 
on Taiwan. A senior official in 
Kissinger's party said it would 
be explored further through 
diplomatic channels in the next 
few months. 


The communique said scien- 


tific, cultural and business ex- 
changes will be increased. To 
reassure the Chinese that U.S. 
detente with the Soviet Union is 
not directed against China, Kis- 
singer joined in renouncing do- 


mination in the Pacific or else- 
where and opposing "efforts by 
any other country or group of 
countries" to dominate in any 
area. 


Kissinger's Japanese hosts, 


worried by the cutback in 
Middle East oil, were more in- 
terested in the secretary of 
state's report on his tour of the 
Middle East just before he 
went to China. Foreign Minister 
Masayoshi 
Ohira 
said 
the 


Middle East and oil supplies 
would be the chief agenda topic 
for the Kissinger's two-day vis- 
it. 


After an initial meeting of 


more than two hours, Ohira 
told newsmen he had received 
the impression that Kissinger 
had "exerted strenuous efforts 
and determination" to solve the 
Middle East conflict. 


Regarding Peking, Ohira said 


he had the impression there 
would be no sharp or sudden 
change in relations between the 
United States and China. 


A top Kissinger aide de- 


scribed the U.S.-Chinese com-

munique "an attempt to move 
forward along the road toward 
normalization." 


Kissinger and the Chinese 


agreed to step up the activities 
of their liaison offices in Wash- 
ington and Peking. The details 
of increases in trade and other 
exchanges were to be worked 
out by lower ranking officials. 


While waiting for Kissinger to 


arrive at Tokyo airport, the 
Japanese foreign minister told 
newsmen the Middle East and 
the oil shortage were his chief 
concerns. 


"It is a problem I think about 


day and night," Ohira said. He 
added that the Japanese gov- 
ernment faces a total change in 
its economic policy as a result 
of the curtailment of its oil sup- 
plies. 


Japan is confronted with a 16 


per cent reduction in its oil sup- 
plies from Arab nations trying

The lack of diesel oil threatens 
to force a shutdown of oil well 
drilling rigs. 


"How 
ridiculous can you 


get?" groaned Gov. Edwin W. 
Edwards when he learned that 
many drilling rigs in Gulf Coast 
states were pinched by diesel 
allocations. 


Fritz Spencer, 
Louisiana's 


energy coordinator, said he ap- 
proved 16 emergency orders 
Tuesday totaling 120,000 gallons 
of diesel fuel for drilling rigs in 
the state. He said he had 14 ap- 
plications pending. 


"We've got to find it for 


them," he said. "We have to 
cover the drilling industry, if 
nothing else." 


In Shreveport, Richard Fug- 


ler, division manager of Noble 
Drilling Corp. of Oklahoma 
City, said rigs need up to 2,000 
gallons of diesel a day when 
drilling holes four miles deep in 
search of oil or gas. 


"How 
the hell can we find it 


if we don't have fuel to operate 
with?" he said. "We're about to 
have a fit."

raelis. Saudi Arabia has report- 
edly told Japan that until it 
breaks relations with Israel its 
oil supplies will remain limited. 


Kissinger 
before 
leaving 


China assured Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung and Chou that even a 
change in the administration in 
Washington would not loosen 
U.S. ties with China. 


Kissinger spent a total of 16 


hours with Chou and nearly 
four with Mao and came away 
convinced that on the Chinese 
side the drive for a closer rela- 
tionship with the United States 
is gathering momentum. He 
found that Mao, who will be 80 
next month, is still vigorous, 
very much in charge of China's 
political apparatus and foreign 
policy, and that he believes the 
Soviet Union poses an immi- 
nent danger to China. 


In a toast at dinner Tuesday 


night, Kissinger told the Chi- 
nese: "The progress that has 
been made in our relationship 
will be continued in the years 
ahead, whatever happens in the 
future and whatever the admin- 
istration." 


A senior U.S. official with 


Kissinger said he was trying to 
reassure the Chinese that the 
Democrats as well as the Re- 
publicans support President 
Nixon's policy of normalizing 
relations with Peking. This offi- 
cial said that Nixon's Water- 
gate problems "played next to 
no role" in Kissinger's talks 
with Chou and Mao, although 
lower-level Chinese probed for 
its possible impact on U.S. for- 
eign policy in their talks with 
other members of Kissinger's 
iarty.
